At Waslilngtun DIsoaeses the DIs- 

turbttiu'eA In Chlnii. 

Washington, June 13.— The navy de- 
partment has been Informed that the 
.YorktonRrn aailed from Shanghai for 
Chefoo. The T7nited State* consul at 
Chefoo informed the state dcpxrtmcnt 
of "Boxer" disturbances at that place, 
•hot BO partieulara were tarnished. 
■Chefoo is on the northern coast of the 
efaan T^ng peninsula. 

Official dispatches received In diplo- 
matic quartera in Washington show 
that th« rioting In Peking has 
reached an acute stage, with the riot- 
ers directing a number of their as- 
saults against members of the different 
foreign legations there. One of these 
diapatehea atates that the secretary of 
the Belgian legation was attacked two 
successive times on Monday and es- 
caped afte>' being maltreated by the 
mpb. . On the same day two officials of 
the Brfttsh legation, serving as student 
interpreters, were attacked by a large 
crowd of roughs. The young Englisb- 
menheld the attacking pack for a time, 
bat when the mob threatened to close 
in on them, they drew revolvers, and 
by a show of force, made their retreat 
Without bodily injury. About the 
■MM time the British summer quar- 
ten, 14 mllen from Peking were burned 
down. These quarters were quite ex- 
tensive and had just been completed 
They belonged to the British govern- 
ment iiid nOi to llr Clao'de MacDonald. 
the British minister at Peking, which 
gives added significance to the depre- 
dation. The killing of the chanrellor 
Of the Japanese legation at Peking, 
Suglama Aklrs, Is not referred to in 
the official dispatches received here, 
but full credit is given to this repori 
by the Japanese officlala who are per- 
sonally acquained with Mr. Akira and 
with manr of the eircnmstaaees de- 
tailed. 

The killing of a member of the dlplo- 
IMtic body and the foregoing assaults 
upon the officials of foreign countries, 
mf regarded as presentinf the most 
serious phase of the sttOStlOB that has 
thus far occurred. 

The Japanese charge d' affaires In 
Washington, Mr. Keisseiro Nabeshima, 
•aid: "We hare no official eonflrma- 
tion of the killing of our chancellor at 
Peking, but there appears to be no 
doubt of the fact and It i»« Boost ser- 
ious condition. 

The chief offense Is against Japan, 
but aside from that it is against the 
entire diplomatic body at Peking, for if 
any one of them is subject to such as- 
sault they all ahared in the same dan- 
ger. I was personally acquainted with 
Mr. Akira as he served under me In 
the foreign office at Tokio, wblie I was 
OhM of tko division of protocols. H« 
was a bright young man. aboot S8 
old and had a wifq and four children. 
He was one of the most expert chiro- 
graphers in Japan and this gained him 
the post of ohaaertlor at Peking, vhtre 
he went about thres y«an afO." 

Mr. Nabeshima aald the Japanese 
goremment had purtsued the utmost 
TSMrve op to thto time, not wishing to 
be open to any sosi^OBS, bat he felt 
that If this tr£tgedy occurred there 
would be energetic action taken. One 
of the most significant features of the 
aflair. la hla Judgment, was that the 
killing was repoHed to have been done 
by the troops of of the empress dow- 
ager, and not by any lawless mob. 
While there might be some excuse for 
mob depredations, Mr. Nabeahlma said 
It would he difficult to form any favor* 
able view of an attack by Chinese sol- 
diers on the officials of foreign govern- 
menta.

Fbr some time there has been difficul- 
ty in securing the necessary permit to 
put up summer quarters In the hills 
outside of Peking, but this Anally wa.s 
granted and the quarters were made 
large enough to accommodate the en- 
tire British establlshmsnt in China. 
These Included .the minister and hla 
staff of secretaries ami attaches; also 
seven student Interprf ters, who had 
gone out from England to learn Chi- 
nese and fit themselves for (he post of 
interpreter, besides servants. The 
buildings would have bom o rupicd 
within the next few days and during 
the summer would hava- coastitttted 
the BrltliA legation.

8t Louis, June IS.— Sheriff Pohlman 
and Chief of Police Campbell are of 
t|M opinion that the reign of terror 
that has prevailed during the greater 
part of the past month as a result of 
the street railway strike is at an end. 
They are conddent that their com- 
bined forces will he able to prevent 
any further lawlessness. It seems to 
be the general opinion that Sunday's 
riot waa.tha eclmiaation of these oat- 
breaks. 

Chief Campbell .-.nid that ho bflipvrd 
there is now no need of calling out of 
the state miliUa. 

All negotiations looking to a settle- 
ment of the strike are oft and the of- 
ficers of the company do not expect 
any further attempt to reopen negotia- 
tions to end the trouble. 

Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Feneration of Labor is ex- 
pected here this week to take charge of 
strike affairs and bis coming is looked 
on in labor circles as an indication 
that the fight against the Transit oom- 
will be pushed to the limit. 

Over 2,000 business men and citizens 
are now enrolled in the posse commit- 
aus. The strict enforcement of law 
that has marked their service haB 
brought them into disfavor with strike 
sympathizers In various^parls of the 
city. Aa a result citlxens wearing dep- 
uty sheritTs badges are made to suffer 
the Inconveniences of a systematic 
boycott in many iocalitlea and are un- 
able to buy anything tO eat or drink. 

At first meals were obtained at 
boarding houses and restaurants near 
the different power houses and car 
sheds at which deputies were stationed 
but the sheriff is now making prepara- 
tions to feed his men at their respect- 
ive stations. The boycott hss been ex- 
tended to the families of the posse. 

The Inquest over the bodies of Ed- 
ward Thomas and George Rine, vic- 
tims of Sunday's riot at Washington 
avenue and Sixth street began. A 
large number of witnesses were pres- 
ent 



In a Receiver's IIhikIs. 
Chicago, June 13.— The Chicago 
Electric Traction company was placed 
in the hands of Charles Henrotin as 

receiver. The petition was filed by the 
Manhattan Trust company of New 
York, and John Kean of New Jersey, 
as trustees in the mortgage covering 
the property. The mortgage is for 
$650,000 and was made Janua'ry 2. 1899, 
to cover the issue of G50 pold tonds. 
The company succeeded the EnglewooJ 
and Chicago Electric street railway 
company by reorganization of Che 
bondholders of that company foreclos- 
ure proceedings some years ago. The 
company operates 29 miles of single 
track between Chicago and Blue Island. 
Isaac L. Rice of New York Is president 
and other railway men are members of 
the directory. 

Money More Plentiful. 
Washington, June 13. — Secretary 
Gage was asked if be would continue 
withdrawing government funds from 
national depositories and if this action 
meant that the money stringency bad 
disappeared. " Those funds," said he. 
"will be withdrawn from the deposi- 
tories In proportion to the amounts 
deposited until $25,000,000 has been 
turned Into the treaaury for the pur- 
pose of payjng for the two per cent 
bonds which will be redeemed shortly. 
Tes, this is a sign that the money 
stringency has disappeared, but a still 
better one is the fact that money is 
plentiful in New Ymrk at oae and a 
half per cent."

LINE OF COMMUNICATIONS RESTORED 



The V'Ictorj- of Cencruls Methneii unci 
liltclieiier Over Cicueral Uewet 
Will I'crmlt British to Ite- 
pair the Kallroad. 



London, June 13.— After a week's si- 
lence Lord Roberts has been heard 
from, his line of communication hav- 
ing been prattlcally re.-tored by means 
of a complete victory gained by Gen- 
erals Methuen and Kitchener over Ocn- 
eral Dewet at the Rhenoster river 
June 12. The Boer camp waa captured 
and the burghers were scattered In all 
directions. 

Lord Roberts on being notified of the 
cutting of his line of communications 
sent General Kitchener In all haste to 
join General .Meth ien. June 11 Lord 
Roberts attacked General Botha, who 
was in strong force 15 miles southeast 
of Pretoria. After strenuous opposi- 
tion, the Britif^h forces gained consid- 
erable ground, but General Botha when 
Lord Roberts iKft the field was still un- 
defeated. 

All Is quiet In Pretoria and Johannes- 
burg and Lord Roberts says the gov- 
ernment need have no apprehension 
about the Eecurity of the army in 
South Africa, as it will not take long 
to remedy the reverses and repair the 
railroad. A len^hy dispatch forward- 
ed to the war office by Major General 
Knox from Kroonstad. presumably 
sent there by messenger, reads as fol- 
lows: "Pretoria, June 12.— Pretoria 
and Johannesburg are perfectly quiet 
and several of the inhabitants have ex- 
pressed gratitude for the peace and or- 
der which prevail. 

"After surrendering the city Botha 
retired to a place about 15 miles east 
on the Middleburg road. He had a 
small force at first, but, during the last 
few days his nnmbers increased and 
his being so near the town kept up the 
excitement in the country, prevented 
the burghers from laying down their 
arms and interferred with the collec- 
tion of aupplles. It therefore became 
necessary to attack him. This I did 
yesterday. He hold a very strong po- 
sition, practically unassailable in front 
which enabled him to place the main 
portion of his troops on his flanks, 
which he knew from former experi- 
ence were his vulnerable parts. I sent 
French with Porter's and Dixon's cav- 
alry brigades and Hutton's mounted 
infantry ronnd by our left and Ian 
Hamilton with Broadwood and Gor- 
don's brigade. Ridley's mounted infan- 
try and Bruce Hamilton's infantry 
brigade round by our right Both col- 
umns met with great opposition. About 
8 in the afternoon I saw two of Hamil- 
ton's infantry battalions advancing to 
what appeared to be the key of the 
enemy'a defense, on their left flank. 
This was almost gained before dark 
and I ordered the force to bivooac on 
the ground they had won. 

"Pole-Carew, with his division, oc- 
cupied our center. 

"As I have explained, he conld not 
attack, but he gradually advanced so 
as to support Ian Hamilton and when i 
left the field he was on the line held 
by the enemy's outposts la the morn- 
ing. 

"I hurried bark to get news of Me- 
thuen's movement. On hearing that 
the Free Staters had taken advantage 
of oar orossing the Vaal to interrupt 
oar lines of communication.! sent 
Kitchener with such troops as I could 
then spare to Vredefort with orders to 
puah through and oommualeate with 
Methuen. who I knew had a very com- 
pact force in the vicinity of Heilbron. 
I also dispatched a special messenger 
to Methuen instructing him to push on 
at all speed to the main line of rail- 
way. These two officers met at Verde- 
fort road station in the evening of 
June 10. They marched Tuesday to 
Rtienoster river, here Methuen gained 
a complete victory over Dewet and 
took poesesslon of his camp and scat- 
tered his troops In all directions. 

"Her majesty's government ne:i 
have no apprehension as to the se- 
curity of the amy la Bontii AfHca. 
The enemy gained a all|^t eoeosss. 
which was unfortunate, but which will 
be repaired very shortly, and It will 
not take long to repair the damage 
done to the railway. As theee ' diver- 
sions are all in existence, I am now 
able to hold the line between this and 
Rhenoster in strength. 

"Hunter ehould be at Poatchef- 
stroom BOW. He will thea move on 
Johannesburg. 

"We have communicated with Bulier, 
who will no doubt make the presence 
of his force in the lleld felt 

"Oar losses Tuesday were not, I 
trust, serloas, hut I . deplore the death 



of that gallant soldier, the Earl of 

Alrlie. 

"The only other casualties reported 
as yet are Seventeenth Lancers. Major 
the Hon. Lionel Porteecue and Lieu- 
tenant the Hon. C. Cavendish, both 
killed."

Frankfort, Ky., June'i:?.— The court 
of appeals entered an order sustained 
in part the motion of Attorney General 
Breckinridge In the minor state con- 
tests. The court discharges the super- 
sedas bonds of the Republican state of- 
ficials so far as they relate to posses- 
sion of the state offices and buildings. 
The effect of this is to put the Demo- 
cratic state officials into possession of 
the ofHi os ;ind bullding.s at once. The 
motion to discbarge the supersedas as 
to the salaries of the state officers was 
overruled and this part of the controv- 
ersy goba over to the fall term. Judge 
Bumham (R.) dissoated. 

Fatal Street Sight. 

Kansas City, June 13. — In a street 
fight between a crowd of negro men 
and women, Rufua Bennett and Ora 
Chllds, a ^negress, were killed, and 
Charles Jack^^on, proprietor of a barber 
shop, was fatally wounded. Twoscore 
men and women had mixed it up in the 
street with knives and beer bottles, 
and Detectives Kenney and Sparke 
tried to Interfere. Jack.~on struck at 
Kenney. Kenney promptly shot Jack- 
son In the leg, and five of the negroes 
bolted for Jackson's basement barber 
shop. The detectives followed and 
were met by Jackson with a small rifle 
and Dennett with a revolver. A lively 
exchange of shots followed. A shot 
from Jackson's rifle lodged in the 
breast of Ora Chllds, killing her. A 
shot from one of the officers' guns 
struck Bennett in the head and he fell 
dead. 



Seats Collapsed. 
Chicago, June 13. — Reserved seats in 
a circus which has been showing for 
several days past collapsed Just at the 
commencement of the performance, 
carrying to the ground hundreds of 
men, women and children. Fourteen 
people were Injured, while several oth- 
ers snstaiasd slight bruises. The tent 
was crowded with people. The cause 
of the catastrophe is variously attrib- 
uted to overcrowding, carelessness and 
to soft soli. 



Slouiit Out of city. 
Indianapolis. June 13.— Justus Goe- 
bel, Attorney T. C. Campbell and Sher- 
iff Suter, arrived here from Frankfort, 
Ky., with the requisition for W. S. 
Taylor, Republican claimant to the 
governorship of Kentucky. The three 
men went to the capltol to see Gov- 
ernor Mount but he was out of the 
city having gone to Crawfyrdsville. 
On his return Attorney Campbell will 
present aa argument on the requisi- 
tion. 

Marlaee Seat. 

Manilla, June 13. — The United States 
hospital ship Solace sailed at midnight 
having on board 100 marines and five 
officers, Major Waller commanding, in 
response to tka tdsgraphie request 
sent from Toag Kn Jaae U. by Ad- 
miral Kemptt. Thirty other marines 
left last week on the Ualted States gun 
boat Nashville, bouad tor Tien Tsin.

MEETING OP NATIONAL COMMITTEE. 



Contests Iiivo ving the Seats of Sev- 
enty-Five Delegates to Be 
Mcard aud Decided Prior 
to Opening Scssiuo* 



Philadelphia, June 18. — ^The Repuh* 

llcan national committee held Its first 
session here. Chairman Hanna was 
not present at the opening of the meet- 
ing. In his absence Vice Chairman 
Henry C. Payne was designated to pre- 
side temporarily. There were several 
absentees especially from the western 
states aud the number of prosise WSS 
much larger than usuaL 

Secretary Dick announced the states 
and district In which there were con- 
tests. There were 33 contests involv- 
ing the seats of 75 delegates. This is 
about one-eleventh of the entire con* 
vention, a remarkably large propor- 
tion in a convention where there is no 
question as to the main issues. 

It was decided to consider the con- 
tests in executive session. In the Dela- 
ware contest there waa the same fight 
which the natlo!i:il cuinniittec held 
four years ago. The "regular " Re- 
publicans are headed by Coone Henry 
A. Dupont ai^d the "Union" Repubi- 
cans by J. Edward Addicks. Four 
years ago the natlona committee under 
the eadershlp of Senator Thurston de- 
cided against the Addicks delegates. 

The contests were considered by 
states in alphabetical order. The Ala- 
bama contest appeared to hin.i;e upnu 
the aspirations of Mr. Vaughan to be 
state chairman for a third term. Out 
of his efforts for this honor there grew 
many controversies In the preliminary 
campaign and bloodshed resulted at 
H^e state convention. There was a 
split, and two conventions were held, 
each choosing a net of delegates. After 
bearing arguments, and without decid- 
ing the case the Committee recessed 
for luncheon. 

Sehator Hanna, chairman of the 
committee, arrived at 1:S0, but be did 
not assume the chair.

The bill for the construction of the 
Nicaraguan Canal wa!>, with other 
measures of great public importance, 
lost in the ignoble strsM of privata in- 
teresta. 

For aina of omission, no lean than for 
ains of commiasion, the* Fifty-sixth Con- 
gress has indeed mada a "record"— a 
record of infamy.

The talk of nominating a "Gold Dem 
ocrat" Preaidential ticket this year should 
and most probably will end in talk. 

There is no oocaaiop for saoh a ticket 
Four yeara ago fraa sllfar wai tha domi- 
nant issue in the campaign. This year, 
though it may be talked about in certain 
8ectleM,'to will Mt ba an ImiM alrdi, be 
cause the monsy question is settled for 
at least four years to come by an an* 
changaabia BofMiUaim atfoilty In tha 
Senate. To 1806 the coinpge waa an open 
question. It baa since been closed for 
^reeent by the enactment of a gold 
standard law which no possible result of 
the pending election can repaal. Yet, 
when t^a iasoe was moat alive and 
threatening thf Presidential ticket of 
Sound Mfoney Democrats received only a 
pitiful 424 votes out of a total of 
nearly 14,0U0,000. Most oi the Demo- 
erata whoaa oppoaition to fraa ailvar was 
strong enough to prevent them from 
snpportfng Bryan voted directly for Mc- 
Kinley, as they would do again this year 
were the issue and dangar the aame. 

But the issue ia not the aame. The 
danger is different and vaatly more por- 
tentoua. This coontry can endure any 
change in its carr^ney. 8aeh changes, 
though they may cause much disturb 
ance to basiness and great pecuniary 
losses, do not touch the foundation nor 
affect the structure of our Government. 
But imperialism, militarism and monop- 
oly, the real and only isaoaa in tha elec- 
tion, strike at the basic principles and 
threaten the very existence of the re- 
public. 

A country with subject poeeessions se- 
cured by conquest and governed by force 
is not a rapobllc. And whara plotooracy 
rulaa democracy becomes mavaiy a name, 
withoot force or effect. 

It ia for these reasons that a third 
ticket thia yaar la not only uncalled for, 
but would ba av^n mora farde«l than it 
was in IS'iC. Mr. Bryan, who, as the 
World said two months agQ, will be re- 
nominated by acclamation, represents 
the American and therefore the Demo- 
cratic side of ^these living, burning, domi- 
nant issues.* He Is for thia raaaon en- 
titled to, and will receive, the support of 
the World and of all thosa who believe 
with us that "the only issue worth oon- 
sideriug in thia campaign is the preserva- 
tion of the republic, the maintenance of 
the Constitution and a return to the 
principles of thc Declaration of Inde- 
pendence." '
